The Civic Union League meeting, 
held last night at the Baptist church, 
was well attended and the people lis­ 
tened with elo*e attention as the Rev. 
Mr. Johnson, of Indianapolis, the 
state superintendent of the State Civic 
Union, spoke on the nature, purpose 
and need of the work of this institu­ 
tion. He showed conclusively that the 
Christian citizen was committed to two 
institutions, both of which were of 
divine appointment, viz.: the State 
and the Church. 
Consequently the 
Christian citizen was under obliga 
lion to he loyal to the enactment and 
the enforcement of law, and to pray, 
“ Thy kingdom come, thy will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven;’’ committed 
the Christian to stand for the state as 
positively as he ought to stand for 
the church.

A low wagon Is a d ecid ed ad v antage 
at times on the farm if the road s are 
firm. 
With a low wheeled rig a man 
can go into a hay field or corn field 
and load the rack with half the labor 
inv olv ed with high wheels. 
Of cou rse 
a small wheel will sink d eeper into 
the road and d rop into a fu rrow or 
small d epression that a large wheel 
will brid ge ov er. 
The wagon illu strated is bu ilt ou t 
cf the ord inary farm wagon with fu ll 
size wheel: 
First, mak e an ax le nine 
and a half feet long, with sk eins that 
will fit y ou r wheels. 
Tak e two tim­ 
bers 18 feet long, relativ ely as strong 
as 6 x 8 pine (rou nd timbers will an­ 
swer if y ou hav e them on y ou r farm), 
hang these u nd er the ax le near the 
sk eins with fiv e-eighths 
rou nd 
iron 
clips with bu rrs u nd erneath. 
Fou r 
or six -inch block s may be pu t between 
the ax le and timbers, which will mak e 
them still lower. 
Chamfer the front 
end s and bolt together, forming a tri­ 
angle. 
Hang the front end u nd er the front 
ax le 
by means 
of a strong, 
short 
reach bolted firmly to the timbers 
Ju st behind the circu lar part of front 
hou nd s. 
The k ing-bolt goes throu gh 
the reach and serv es to d raw the rear 
part, bu t the weight Is su pported by 
a cou pling in front of the ax le. This 
consists of a heav y ey e bolt and large 
triangu lar link , which is looped ov er 
the projecting end of the reacn in 
front of ax le. 


Cov er the timber with a tight floor 
eight feet wid e, as far forward as 
possible, withou t interfering with the 
tu rning of the front wheels against 
the timbers. 
Deck ov er the front wheels, rest­ 
ing the d eck ing on a false bolster. All 
the d eck ing is of sou nd inch board s, 
with a strip nailed u nd er the end s of 
board s to protect them. 
For hay , u se stak es in rear, with 
2 x 6 bolted cross-wise, and 
2 x 4 fast­ 
ened from top of same to the d eck to 
shield the wheels. 
This part may be 
remov ed when hau ling commod ities 
other than hay . 
Three short posts may be set 
in 
grou nd with inclined bars and the 
wagon d riv en or back ed u pon same 
to raise It from the grou nd , when the 
wagon can be changed q u ick ly and 
mu ch more easily than the ord inary 
rack can be lilted on or off. 
This wagon may be u sed for hau ling 
silage, corn, and in the absence of a 
spread er, for hau ling manu re (hav ing 
no sid eboard s to bother with), for root 
crops, and many u nthou ght-of things 
u pon the farm, while as a hay rack 
it is a v ery great sav ing of energy , 
whether the pitching is d one by hand 
or load er. 
The rear wheels being so far apart 
and the load so 
low 
that 
it rid es 
easily , with no d anger of tipping ov er, 
mak es It mu ch easier for men to work 
u pon it when the load er Is u sed . 
The 
wheels being fu ll size, the load will 
pu li as easily as u pon any wagon.

those who bu y and sell his wares. 
Bu t for the most part good work in 
these branches is the work of sensi­ 
tiv e men, who are still child ren In 
money matters and who shrink from 
bargaining. 
Politics and pu blic life 
and 
bu siness 
mak es a mu ch better 
game than art or letters.

TURKEY RAISING 
IS PROFITABLE 


No Other Kind o f Liv e Sto ck tha t 
Will Return So Much Mo ney 
to Successful Pro ducer 
a s Po ultry . 


(By R. B. W EATH ERFO RD.) 
There is no other k ind of liv e stock 
that will retu rn so large a profit to 
the su ccessfu l prod u cer as will pou l­ 
try , and no k ind of pou ltry is more 
profitable than tu rk ey s w'hen hand led 
properly . 
The fact that tu rk ey s will from the 
time that they are six week s old till 
winter sets in gain the greater part of 
their liv ing from bu gs, grasshoppers 
and waste grain that they pick u p in 
their wand erings ov er the range as­ 
su res their ex istence 
throu gh 
this 
period at little or no cost 
to 
the 
grower. 
They may be termed self-su staining 
foragers where they 
hav e 
su fficient 
range. 
The chance for profit in the prod u c­ 
tion of tu rk ey s is grad u ally improv ing 
as a resu lt of a more general u se of 
the flesh. 
They are now u sed not only for 
roasting, bu t to an Increasing ex tent 
as cold cu ts for sand wiches and for 
salad s, and a large nu mber of pou lts 
are u sed for broilers. 
Late hatched pou lts d o well for this 
pu rpose, and , while there cannot be 
mu ch opportu nity for growing pgu lts 
to matu rity when they are batched 
late in the season, they may be sold 
for broilers at a good profit. 
No d ish is more v alu ed In ou r large 
cities at the present time than broiled 
pou ltt.

with epizootics am ong rats and mice,” 
declares W alter Wyman, surgeon gen­ 
eral of the public health and m arine 
corps service, in the introduction. 
“In the Book of Samuel there is a 
reference to a pestilence having rela­ 
tion to mice, and th a t it might be 
stayed the Philistines made offerings 
of golden images of the mice that 
m arred the land." 
“The Rat and It3 Relation to the 
Public H ealth,” is th e title of the 
governm ent publication. 
The co-operation or foreign govern­ 
m ents was secured in its preparation. 
The legalized w arfare against the rat 
im Denmark is described. 
Mention Is 
m ade of the work done by the English 
Incorporated Society for the Destruc­ 
tion of Vermin. 
Dr. W alter R. Brinckerhoff, assist­ 
a n t director of the United States lep­ 


rosy investigation station, discusses 
“Rat Leprosy.” 
Surgeon Rupert Blue of the United 
States public health and marine hos­ 
pital service in the chapter of “ Ro­ 
dents in Relation to the Transm ission 
of Bubonic Plague,” declares that In 
China a rat epizootic airpost invariably 
precedes an outbreak among human 
beings. 
Dr. Blue rem arks on the pe­ 
culiar fact that Aesculapius, the god 
of the healing art, is represented by 
the Greeks with a rat at his feet. 
How direct contagion is conveyed 
from plague-stricken rats to man by 
m eans of the flea is told by Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Carroll Fox.

E. Lantz tells of the 
natural enemies of the rut, such as 
hawks, owls, skunks, minks, weasels, 
dogs, cat3, ferrets and the mongoose. 
In the south, he says, the alligator de­ 
stroys many rats along the levels and 
banks of stream s. 
Snakes are also 
enemies of the ro d e n t 
In the chapter showing the destruc­ 
tion w rought by rats many curious in- j 
stances are given. 
Mail sacks are 
eaten by rats. 
They have destroyed 
cargoes of ivory; dikes and dams have 
been broken down by rats. 
At Ham­ 
burg, Carl Hngenback had to kill three 
African elephants because rats had 
gnawed their feet, inflicting incurable 
wounds. 
The fact that within 15 years the 
dread bubonic plague has spread to no 
less than 52 countries is declared evi­ 
dence th a t the m easures taken against 
rats have not been efficient.

The result of the spelling contests 
In the New Orleans public 
schools 
again demonstrates the superior pro­ 
ficiency of the girls, practically all of 
the victors being members of

gentler sex. Last year the same thing 
was true and the matter was quite 
generally commented on In the press 
and at gatherings where educational 
subjects were discussed. 
So far as our information goes there 
have been no contests to 
determine 
the pupils In other branches of study, 
but It would be Interesting to know 
if this feminine superiority is found 
to exist in all studies, or if they are 
confined only to particular branches. 
Doubtless this result Is due in part to 
the fact that the female mind ripens 
at an earlier age than is the case with 
the masculine mind, although there is 
little doubt that the feminine intel­ 
lect along certain lines is more acute 
than th" masculine, which would seem 
to Justify the conclusion that certain 
branches of study are more readily 
mastered by girls and women. 
In view of the growing number of 
young women that are going into po­ 
sitions as stenographers, typewritlsts 
and other positions requiring an ac­ 
curate knowledge of spelling, this dem­ 
onstrated proficiency is most gratify­ 
ing.
